HOTEL BENTON 
BABY MYSTERY 
GETS INTERESTING 


Two weeks ago or thereabouts a woman dressed in heavy black, about 50 
years of age, slipped into Hotel Benton and left a small bundle. She hurriedly 
left and was aboard a Big Four train before the bundle was noticed. 
A 
faint cry from the tiny package attracted the attention of the guests. The bun­ 
dle was carefully unrolled and the bright face of a little girl, a few days old, 
was revealed. The baby was found a good home in the city and it was looked 
upon as a mystery that would never be solved. Before taking the baby to thé 
hotel the woman dressed in black visited the Children’s Home in St. Joseph. 
She gave her name as Mary E. Smith of Adrian. She could not, at least would 
not, give any satisfactory explanation in regard to the child and admission was 
refused. 


There is now a new chapter in the mystery. Mayor Brant has just received 
two letters from Tipton, a little village near Adrian. One of these letters is 
from John Conlin, the village postmaster. Ho asks if a baby was abandoned 
here September 20 or 21 and if so what disposition was made of the child. The 
other was an anonymous communication and was signed Box 30. Tipton, Mich. 
This letter wanted full information as it might lead to the arrest and conviction 
of Mary E. Smith, the woman who left the baby here. It is quite evident that 
Tipton people know something about the parentage of the mysterious baby.

The Enterprising Hooslers Kill the 


Birds With Poisoned Grains 


of Wheat. 


Residents of Indiana have formed a 
plan for looting the treasury of the 
state of Michigan. The Hoosiers pay 
no bounty on sparrow heads and so the 
residents of that state catch sparrows 
by the bushel and bring them over 
the state line and sell the heads for 
2 cents each. The business is assum­ 
ing quite gigantic proportions. 


The sparrow trade is being worked 
extensively *in the vicinity of South 
Bend and Laporte. The authorities of 
South Bend have otTered a reward of 
$50 for the apprehension of any person 
who puts out poisoned grain for the 
purpose of killing these birds. Pigeons 
and chickens and song birds have been 
slain by the hundred from 
eating 
poisoned grain set for sparrows. 


The other day a sparrow suspect was 
arre?>ted at Laporte. His luggage was 
searched and he was found to have in 
hi:» possession a half bushel of wheat 
and a bottle of nicotine poison. This 
was not considered sufficient evidence 
to hold him and he was released. A 
few hours later he was seen headed for 
the Michigan state line w’ith half a 
bushel of sparrow heads. 


In issuing snarrow orders the Michi­ 
gan oflicials should see that the product 
they pay for is “home grown.”

I.—MY JOURNEY. 


It 
on the 29th of October, 1859, 
tïiî»t Î was returning to England, hav­ 
ing taken the steamer at Dublin for 
Holyhead. 
Buslnf.ss had taken me to 
Ireland—I am a jeweller—and it had 
been necessary for me to visit a brancL 
of my own Arm in Dublin. I was 
bringing back certain valuable jewels 
which required resenting—diamonds of 
great value, and some other things ol 
less importance, but still valuable. 


I found all the passengers talking on 
one subject—the terrible and appalling 
wreck which had occured only three 
days before, off Moelfra, on the Angle- 
sea coast. No less than four hundred 
and forty-six lives were lost that nighl 
when the Royal Charter was totally 
wrecked. 
She was a screw steamer 
commanded by Captain Taylor. 
A 
large sum of money—£700.000 or £8,- 
000,000 in gold was lost also, It was sup­ 
posed; 
but I have since heard that 
some of the gold has been recovered. 1 
am a silent man habitually, and the 
awe in the voices of my fellow-passen- 
gers struck me forcibly; but I had an­ 
other reason, as w'ill presently appear, 
in remembering my journey from Dub­ 
lin to London on this occasion. 


I carried the jewels which I have al­ 
ready mentioned in a small black hand­ 
bag, and so long as I knew that It was 
safe, I was free from care. Arriving af 
Holyhead, I took my seat in an empty 
flrst-class railway carriage.

SHEATHING A SHIP. 


Composition 3I«tnl Now Larirnly Used. 


Work Quickly an«l llanili»uui«ly Done. 
Yachts built of wood iu*e slieuthed 
with copper, and so are many tugboat j. 
Merchant sliips are sometiuies sheathed 
with copper, but nowadays the material 
most commouly used is a composition 
metal whicli iu apixMiranco resembles 
bi*a«s. It does not wear so long as cop­ 
per, but it costs less. Tho composition 
metal comes iu slieets about 8 feet by 1 
foot 4 inche.s. They are fastened on tho 
ship with noils of the same material. 
Sometimes tho sheathing is nailed di­ 
rectly ou to tho hull of tho ship. Some­ 
times it is nailed over another sheathing 
of felt, which helps to preservo tho 
calking iu tho seams. 


When tho ship has been placed in a 
dr^'dock or raisecl out of water on a 
fioiitiug dock, the old metal is stripped 
oif, aud if sho is to have a felt sheath­ 
ing the bottom of the ship is first paint­ 
ed w ith a coat of pitch, aud tho sheets 
of felt aro laid upon tliat, and then the 
sheets of metal aro nailed on over them. 
The work is done very rapidly and at 
tho same timo with great nicety. Ever}' 
nail head is sunk so that it is flush 
with the plata If tho hand wore passed 
over tho sheathing anywhere, it would 
bo found smooth. If tho nail heads were 
permitted to project, they would of 
course interforo with tho s^ioed of tho 
vessel. 


Sevonty-fivo men can sheathe an 1,800 
ton sliip iu two days. The cost of 
slieathing such a ship with composition 
metal over felt, including material, 
dock charges, labor and everything, 
would be about 14.000, or a little less, 
and such a sheathing would last about 
two long voyages.—Now York Sun.
